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7 Nabbed in drug raid 
at Romulus residence 


A daylight raid by police last week 
(Tuesday) at a Romulus residence 
resulted in the arrest of seven 
persons, $16,000 in cash, a sub- 
stantial amount of drugs and two 
sawed-off shotguns. 

Names of the six men and one 
woman, all adults, were not released 
by police pending their arraignment 
in the Romulus 34th District Court. 

According to A1 Pollack, police 


community relations director, 
members of the narcotics squad and 
uniformed personnel of the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department burst 
into the front and rear entrances of a 
house at 15409 Woodmont about 2 
p.m. 

A male occupant tried to escape 
by jumping through an unopened 
downstairs bedroom window, but 
was captured by police waiting 


outside, Pollack said. Another male 
was searched and a set of brass 
knuckles was found on his person, a 
felony which carries a sentence of up 
to five years in prison, he explained. 

Also confiscated in the raid were 
three pounds of hashish stamped 
from Lebanon, eight pounds of 
marijuana, one ounce of cocaine and 
three ounces of PCP, a horse 
tranquilizer used by many drug 


addicts. Also found in a utility room 
at the residence was a formula for 
making PCP, Pollack said. 

He said the house on Woodmont 
had been watched by police for the 
last four months after information 
was supplied to them by street in- 
formants. Three of the seven per- 
sons arrested were residents of the 
house and four were from the 
downriver area, Pollack added.

Van Buren and Huron townships 
have one thing in common — both 
fear annexation of portions of their 
boundaries by adjacent cities. 

To that end, both have moved to 
take action to become charter 
townships, which under Michigan 
law, affords greater protection 
against the threat of annexation. 

In Van Buren, a petition has 
forced a referendum vote at the next 
election held in the township, while 
in Huron the township board has 
announced its intention to become * 
charter township by resolute 

However, even protection 

against annexation now provided 
under Michigan statutes may not be 

enough , u u. 

A recent decision by the state 


Boundaries Commission, presently 
an all-powerful body in the area of 
annexations, permitting the city of 
Utica to annex a half-square mile of 
Shelby Township, has the Van Buren 
Township up in arms. 

Adamant that the Boundaries 
Commission is the sole authority in 
defining the standards of annev‘ 5i, 'J n 
exemptions allowed ' ,wJer 
laws the Van rfuren board 
unanimous!* adopted a resolution 
calk"* upon the Governor and its 
^rea legislators to create a special 
commission to decide annexation 
cases. 

The resolution calls for the 
commission to be comprised of an 
equal number of active township 
officials, city officials, a 
representative of the Michigan 


Township Association, and the 
Municipal League. 

By way of explanation, 
Michigan law, a city can a al * 
part of an adjoining «tfwnship, but 
does not allow SJdC reverse. 

Th* van Buren resolution states 
mat the Boundaries Commission has 
ruled in favor of cities in the 
majority of past annexation cases, 
and that annexation erodes a 
towmship’s boundaries and tax base 
and leaves a huge burden on the 
residents of the remaining portion of 
a township. 

Recently, the city of Belleville has 
been successful in annexing a 
portion of Van Buren, while a second 
annexation case between the two 
governmental bodies is still in the 
courts.

Gas shortage 


Most residents doubt it exists 


on the rise due to a waning fuel 
supply. 

But Judy Blalock doesn’t believe 
the supply is low at least for the 
immediate future 

“They got us in 1974, and I didn’t 
believe it then,’’ Mrs. Blalock said 
“But even though I don't believe it, 
believe me it will start affecting us.” 

Already she and her family have 
chosen a small, economical compact 
car to replace the old gas guzzler of 
yesteryear. 

Tom LeGault of Westland sees the 
gas shortage as a “bread and cir- 
cus” situation. 

LeGault, who spent more than 
$2,000 in gas last year due to ex- 
tensive traveling across the country 
as a commericial artist, said there is 
enough petrol in the ground to 
suffice for another 30 years. 

“It s a control of the masses by 
both the government with its 
motives and the gas companies 
which are out to get more than their 
share of the money,” LeGault said. 

Barbara Timmerman of Canton, 
like most interviewed, had a definite 


opinion of the shortage. 

“It stinks,” said Ms. Timmerman, 
who has decided to remain in Canton 
where the stores are near to home 
rather than move further out into the 
country.

Big Oil and Big Brother are out to 
rip off the American public ... So 
says the public. 

From Romulus to Canton 
Township, from Westland to Wayne 
and Plymouth Township, residents 
are buying gas, but they aren’t 
buying the energy scare stories. 

“It’s a hoax,” insisted Sally Myers 
of Canton Township. 

Of the 50 persons interviewed 
throughout Western Wayne County 
last week, Associated Newspaper 
learned that 98 percent believe 
gasoline prices are rising not 
because there is a gasoline shortage, 
but merely because oil companies 
want to make vast profits. Some 
even believe that the U S. govern- 
ment is supporting the oil companies 
in their scheme. 

The Oil Game — It’s a game with 
rules so complex and fast changing 
that practically no one can un- 
derstand them 

It is, of course, the craving for 
crude that keeps the game going 
petroholic economics everywhere 
remain excessively hooked on that 
old Black Magic. 

Not only has demand for gasoline, 
which accounts for one-third of the 
nation’s fuel bill, continued to grow 
fast, but U.S. dependence on foreign 
oil has increased by nearly SO per- 
cent. 

And as gasoline station owners in 
Western Wayne County are 
lamenting, when the foreign supply 
is cut or prices hiked, everyone feels 
it is here in the United States. 

Angry and resentful, people are 
blaming the one institution that 
grows richer every time there is an 
oil shortage — the $360 billion-a-year 
U.S. oil industry. 

“Why shouldn’t we. I mean we’ve 
gone through this before, and as 
soon as they got the prices where 
they wanted it, then all of a sudden 
they found oil,” said Diana Baldwin 
of Westland. 

For the second time in a decade 
consumers have been told not to 
panic, but that gas prices would be

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Council delays tax abatement guidelines 


Adoption was again delayed by

Romulus City Council last week on 
what criteria should be considered 
before an industrial development 
district is approved and a tax 
reduction granted for up to 12 years 
for businesses requesting them. 


A committee was appointed by 
Council President Mary Ann Banks 
which will meet with Hyle J. Car- 
michael, city building director and 
industrial coordinator, to further 
review the matter. 


Mrs. Banks said the committee 
will come back to council with its 
findings at which time a definite 
course of action will be approved for 
setting guidelines for the tax 
abatement plan as permitted under 
Michigan Public Act 198. 


The rather recent state legislation 
permits a city to grant property tax 
reduction for up to 12 years as an 
incentive to business locating or 
relocating in its boundaries. 

At last week’s session, a 
memorandum fromCarmichael and 
John Shea, the mayor’s ad- 
ministrative aide, presented a 
“bottom line” recommendation, the 
second by Carmichael in recent 
weeks. 

The two men recommended that

be granted only to those business 
conerns that would pay taxes which 
would net the city at least $2,500 per 
year. Further, they recommended 
that the duration of the tax 
abatement be negotiated for a 
period of time less than the 12-year 
maximum if possible. 

Council took under advisement a 
request for a traffic light at Eureka 
and Brandt roads or at Eureka and 
Colbert roads submitted by David J. 
Paul, director of public works. 


Paul’s memorandum told council 
that the Wayne County Road 
Commission is preparing a cost 
estimate of the Eureka and Brandt 
traffic signal. 

However, back on Dec. 19, 1978, 
Paul in a written communication to 
the mayor and council, said the road 
commission preferred the traffic 
signal to be erected at Eureka and 
Colbert. 


At that time, Paul indicated he 
concurred with the county road 
commission. “It is our feeling that 
a cost comparison will show the 
Colbert location at very roughly 
$12,000 and the Brandt Street option 
might approach $60,000 due largely 
to the necessity of relocating the 
county drain,” he explained. 

The road commission had told 
Paul the relocation of the county 
drain would be necessary to build a 
passing lane on the north side of 
Eureka Road should the traffic 
.signal be installed at its juncture 
with Brandt. 

First step on erecting a traffic 
signal and Eureka and Brandt came 
in July of 1978 on a resolution 


proposed by Councilman . Gerry 
Canejo which received unanimous 
council approval. 

In other action, the council voted 
unanimously to accept the recom- 
mendation of Marge McCrory, 
chairperson of the Romulus 
Recreation Commission, to install 
outdoor security lighting at 
Merriman Park. The lighting is part 
of the repairs being made at the 
park. 

Accompanying the recom- 
mendation were the results of a 
survey sent by John Shea, the 
mayor’s administrative aide, which 
showed residents who lived near 
Merriman Park to be over- 
whelmingly against alcoholic 
beverages in the park, for a 
neighborhood watch program, and 
for the park to close at 9:30 p.m. 
instead of the present 11 p.m. closing 
time. 

Also approved by council was the 
rezoning of 36 acres of land near 
Huron River Drive and Hannan 
Road from M-2 (general industrial) 
toRlB (single-family residential). 

At a public hearing held Jan. 15, 
1979, by the city planning com- 
mission, a representative of the 
Clawson Concrete Co., located to the 
east of the rezoned property, had 
appeared to protest the proposed 
rezoning. 

The planning body subsequently 
recommended the rezoning 
unanimously. 

Mrs. Banks said the action had 
been delayed since March because 
of confusion over whether the 
property was to be rezoned to RlA or 
RIB.

You’re driving along the highway when you notice 
smoke coming from underneath the hood. What do 
you do? 

Pull off the road, grab your fire extinguisher if 
you have one, and get out. 

A motor vehicle fire happens to some 500,000 
drivers each year. The National Fire Protection 
Association estimates that there were 722 motor 
vehicle deaths nation wide due to fire in 1977. 

If the fire is intense, or is in the vicinity of the gas 
tank (know in advance where it is located on your 
car, get away from it and call the fire department 
as soon as possible. 

If the fire is not intense, is not in the vicinity of the 
gas tank, and you have an extinguisher, you may 
want to put the fire out yourself, but you still should 
have someone call the fire department. 

Fire fighting experts recommend that you carry a 
fire extinguisher in your car. It should be an ABC 
all-purpose type of extinguisher. (A is for ordinary 
combustibles including car interiors, B for flam- 
mable materials such as gas, and C for electrical 
fires). 

A 5-pound extinguisher is the recommended size. 
The 24-pound size can be too quickly dissipated in 
getting the stream of dry chemical contents on 
target. Some drivers carry a 10-pound extinguisher 


in the trunk for their own use and for possible 
assistance toother fire victims along the road. The 
extinguisher should carry the Underwriters 
Laboratories’ seal. 

In preliminary returns in a 1979 study, of the first 
538 motor vehicle fires investigated, 57.4 percent 
were initially located in the engine compartment, 
15.9 percent in the instrument panel, 11.8 percent in 
the passenger compartment and 1.9 percent in the 
exhaust system (mostly overheated catalytic 
converters ) . All other locations totaled 12.9 percent. 

In these early returns, 97 4 percent of the fires 
were not the result of collisions, only 2.6 percent 
were crash induced, and 8.4 percent were suspected 
arson. Some 53.5 percent of the fires resulted in total 
losses of the vehicles. 

Normal maintenance by a reputable mechanic or 
garage should include a check of the electrical 
system to detect possible danger, inclu ding worn 
wires that could lead to shorting Fuel lines should 
be checked to be sure they are not cracking or 
leaking and are properly attached. 

Keeping the car in tune prevents backfires 
through the carburetor, which can cause fires in the 
engine compartment. Keeping the engine clean and 


free of oil deposits and grease also will help reduce 
the potential for a fire under the hood 
The fuel filler pipe always should be capped 
securely. Otherwise, there’s the possibility of ex- 
plosion should someone smoke near your car If 
you’re in an accident, with an uncapped tank, the 
gas could splash and cause fire. This could be 
disastrous if you were trapped in the car.

Evidence for belief in rein- 
carnation, even in Christian church 
circles, has been accumulating in 
recent years. 

One ol the most widely read books 
on the subject is “Twenty Cases 
Suggestive of Reincarnation' ’ by Ian 
Stevenson, professor in the 
department of neurology and 
psychiatry at the University of 
Virginia Medical School. 

In 1964, Stevenson interviewed a 
boy whose first word, at age 2, was 
the name of the mistress he had in 
his previous life. Stevenson 
tabulated — and corroborated — 56 
other items recalled by the boy from 
a previous incarnation. 

Stevenson also relates the story of 
a man who died in 1946 The year 
before, he told his favorite niece and 
her husband that he would return as 
their child. He said they would 
recognize him by two scars he bore 
one on the side of his nose and 
another on his back. 

Eighteen months later, the niece 
gave birth to a son who possessed 
birthmarks which duplicated the 


scars of Victor, the dead man 

When the baby w>as 13 months old, 
the mother was teaching the boy his 
name _ Corliss. He interrupted her 
to say, “Don’t you know me? I’m 
Victor.” 

I personally am impressed by 
Stevenson’s evidence, but I am not 
entirely convinced. 

Take that story of Victor and 
Corliss. Corliss may have had bir- 
thmarks at the places where Victor 
had scars. But the question I ask is, 
did those birthmarks show' up there 
because Corliss’ mother was 
thinking — during pregnancy — 

4 about Victor had said about coming 
back, scars and all, as her son? 

Some people believe that births 
are affected by what the mother-to- 
be is thinking about before she gives 
birth. 

There is a story in the Old 
Testament about Jacob, who tended 
the flocks of his uncle, Laban. There 
came a time when Jacob entertained 
thoughts about striking out on his 
own. 

He made a deal with his uncle 
that, when he was ready to leave 
Laban’s employ, he would be 


allowed to take all the striped (or 
streaked) cattle in his uncle’s flock 
That would constitute his wages for 
all his years of labor 

That was agreeable to Laban — 
who didn’t reckon with Jacob s 
tricky mind. 

Jacob got some tree branches and 
cut strips of bark off them so that 
they had a striped appearance. Then 
he placed the limbs in the watering 
troughs where the cattle came to 
drink just before giving birth to their 
young. 

The people of the Near East, like 
Jacob, believed that any offspring 
would have the characteristics ol 
whatever it w'as that the mother was 
gazing on just before giving birth 

As the cattle drank, they naturally 
stared at the striped branches in the 
watering troughs and. sure enough, 
when the new baby cattle were born, 
they were all striped or streaked. 

And, says the story in Genesis, 
Jacob ended up a rich man. “with 
flocks numbering in the thousands.”

Airline disaster 
grim reminder 

For many, the tragic crash of an American Airlines DC-10 45 
seconds after take-off from Chicago’s LaGuardia Airport, 
remains only an isolated event affecting only people we don’t 
know. 

But we have all been affected by that occurance to some extent. 

Whether we grieve for the families of those killed in the 
disaster, or simply praise or good fortune that such an event did 
not occur here, the fatal flight which took the lives of 273 persons 
will remain in our memories for ever. 

But understandably, the foremost question being asked now is 
how would we deal with such a disaster should it occur in this 
area. 

Last year, Wayne County in cooperation with several area 
hospitals and local officials, staged a ‘Mock Disaster’ at Metro 
Airport. 

• That disaster drill presented to area officials the scenerio of a 
crippled plane crashing on landing at the airport when a landing 
gear collapsed. 

While that drill did focus attention on a potential local disaster, 
it affected too few relative to the solution to long-range goals for 
dealing with such a possible occurance. 

We think that officials should once again promote an effort to 
study and plan for an air disaster which all of us pray will not 
occur, but realistically must concede, remains a possibility as 
long as we live within the shadow of one of the country’s busiest 
airports. 

While no amount of planning could have saved any of those 273 
who died in the Chicago crash, we must be prepared to deal with a 
situation which pits time against the loss of life. 

It has been estimated that had the crippled DC-10 which went 
down in Chicago, remained in flight only one second longer, a 
Mobile Home Park and its 500 residents could well have been 
engulfed in the ensuing inferno. The death toll could very well 
have been closer to 700. 

How would we be able to deal with such a situation? 

What plans currently exist for the mobilization of the area’s 
medical facilities to cope with such a disaster? 

We think it is time to convene a standing committee to oversee 
disaster preparedness. And we think that the Mayor of Romulus, 
home of Metro Airport, should be foremost in any such planning. 

No one cares to dwell on the possibilities of a disaster occuring 
in their own neighborhood, but Mayor Oakley of Romulus must 
accept that responsibility which comes with the office of Mayor in 
any community which is the site of a large airport. 

We will all pray that the expense and lost time associated with 
any such preparations will be wasted, and that no disaster will 
ever occur. 

But the crash in Chicago, much like the crash last year in 
California, should remind us that often, being prepared for the 
worst, is the only preparation for the future. 

Metto park fees 
may be a solution 

The recent decision by the Huron Clinton Metropolitan Park 
Authority (HCMA) to begin charging users of Lower Huron Metro 
park for use of its facilities, may provide a blessing in disguise. 

While on the surface, this new policy appears to discriminate 
against the people who might take most advantage of the park’s 
facilities. But when viewed from the perspective of lessons 
learned in neighboring communities relating to problems 
associated with youthful abuse of the Edward Hines Parkway, 
perhaps the HCMA decision will work to the benefit of most 
people. 

With increasing numbers of young people looking to the parks 
for escape, and the resulting higher percentage of those youth 
who care little for the feelings of others, perhaps this decision by 
park authorities could provide a solution. 

It is indeed unfortunate that people who have grown ac- 
customed to the free and unrestricted use of the parks, will now 
have to pay a small fee for that priviledge. But in the long run, the 
question is not how much parks charge for use, but rather, 
whether you want to use the parks at any cost. 

It appears that our park systems are beginning to feel the ef- 
fects of judicial inaction, much as the rest of society has. 

And since it is apparently no longer a simple matter to deal with 
those who would abuse the system, perhaps the only other way to 
deal with the problem at all is to try and eliminate those, through 
other means, w ho would make life miserable for the rest of us. 

Even if cost alone does not discourage those who are looking for 
a place to make a public spectacle of themselves, funds raised 
through the fees could well be used to provide the necessary 
enforcement of park rules to discourage the potential youthful 
offenders of. good taste. 

So, until we are able to control our children, teach them about 
the rights of others, or encourage them to be considerate of 
others, maybe, charging for the use of park facilities will have to 
substitute. 

We think that before you dash off that nasty letter to park of- 
ficials, you should consider their point of view. 

It is just possible they have hit upon a solution, as simple as it is, 
that will ensure the continued unrestrained use of the fine parks 
we have all grown accustomed to.

Seems lhat while engaging in America’s 
favorite pastime, son Mark, had an encounter 
with second base.

As a result, the 15-year-old heir to my throne, 
has a plaster cast firmly attached to his errant 
ankle, and his parents have been considerably 
relieved of considerable cash. 

Ah yes! To date, almost $800 has been spent on 
returning that ankle to its former healthy state, 
just about $750 more than pre-insurance rates of 
the 1950’s. 

As 1 recall, a portion of my youth and anatomy, 
was also confined to plaster. Early in my 
‘budding’ athletic career, I was to discover that I 
had inherited a weak left ankle.

Now I wouldn’t even guess my ankle set any 
record for the most frequent misfortune, but I do 
have some small idea on the procedures 
associated with, and the costs of repairing, such 
misadventures. 

And based on that limited knowledge, it is my 
opinion that today’s doctors, at least the doctor 
who has been casting my son’s ankle, is not 
overly concerned with informing my son’s 
parents of the problems associated with that 
ankle. 

But, I certainly could not claim that my boy 
was not getting what appeared to be, excellent 
treatment 

Already Mark has had almost as many casts

on his leg for this one injury, as I had for all of 
mine. 

Recently, he received his third new plaster 
sock, and the two previous models are resting 
securely, along with all their autographs, in a 
corner of his room. 

Most certainly there is a good reason for this 
approach. Perhaps, my one cast per break only 
indicates a lack of proper medical care at the 
time I was treated, or perhaps, it indicates that 
when I was treated, health insurance had not 
progressed to its current level of coverage or 
perhaps it indicates that Mark’s break was 
considerably more severe than mine. I don’t 
know. 

But I do know this. 

At the time that Mark first broke his ankle, and 
while he was having the first cast applied, X- 
rays hanging on a nearby wall were not ex- 
plained to Mark’s parents. Even though the 
doctor was questioned about the severity of the 
break and asked to show the parents where the 
break was pictured on the X-rays, doctor chose 
to ignore the requests, and today, neither parent 
knows exactly how bad the break in the ankle 
really was. 

Now, perhaps doctor was having a bad day and 
already had reached his limit of tolerance for 
ignorant questions from anxious parents who 
wouldn't understand his answers anyway. Or 
perhaps doctor just didn’t care what the parents 
thought since his first concern was for his 
patient. 

But regardless, questions now remain where 
none should. 

While I would certainly not take it upon myself 
to judge the medical profession, too often no 


experienced judge is necessary. The doctors 
themselves most often provide the necessary 
impressions that judgments are based upon. And 
too often those judgments are negative. 

I suppose the o|nly way anyone could possibly 
relate to the problems and burdens placed on the 
people in the medical profession would be to 
become a member of that profession. But it is no 
secret that these people who proudly claim to be 
doctors, while- investing heavily to gain that 
distinction, also reap heavy rewards. 

A coronary by-pass operation will bring the 
surgeon involved, several thousands of dollars 
for his days work. Even the routine removal of 
an appendix will provide the surgeon with 
several hundreds of dollars for just a few hours 
of his time. And it appears that today’s doctor, 
and his hospital, has been able to elevate the 
broken ankle to new levels of importance and 
potential income. And all the while, doctor’s 
image is falling while his income is rising. 

I am no advocate of any National Health Plan. 
In fact, 1 am afraid that any scheme such as that 
would be the end of convenient medical at- 
tention, even if the costs are far too high. But 
what I do fear is that the doctors and their casual 
attitude toward dealing with patients and 
parents, will force all of us to the brink of a 
system which will be even worse. 

So doctors, enjoy your villas in Spain. Enjoy 
your three-day-work-week and your six digit 
salaries. But don’t for one moment forget that 
vou are your biggest enemy. 

If a National Health Plan is forced upon us, you 
will be to blame, and we will be the ones who will 
have to live with the problems.

'Bottle Bill' committee progress

Michigan’s non-returnable container law is 
only five months old, yet it already has sparked 
considerable controversy. 

There are those who like it and those who do 
not like it. The proposal was placed on the ballot 
by citizen petition, approved by voters in the 
November, 1976 General Election, and went into 
effect last December 

It has caused problems and brought com- 
plaints, yet its supporters warmly defend it as 
something that is good for Michigan. The law 
banning non-returnable beer and soft drink 
containers and requiring deposits is under 
scrutiny in the Legislature 

Early this year, the Legislature voted to create 
a special House-Senate committee to study the 
impact and effectiveness of the deposit law and 
to recommend to the Legislature means by 
which the effectiveness of the law can be in- 
creased and any negative results of it 
minimized. 

The special study was prompted by various 
claims made in regard to the impact of the law 
on the beverage container and related in- 
dustries, jobs, the prices of the beverages, 
energy consumption, litter and solid waste. 

There were strong charges made by both sides 


at a recent public hearing conducted by the 
special committee. 

The spokesman for the Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs, which led the drive for the 
non-returnable container law, charged that 
beverage industry officials are trying to make 
the law fail by unjustified higher prices. 

Representatives of beverage distributors and 
dealers, on the other hand, urged that the law be 
modified or scrapped because it will cost more 
than $300 million in increased labor and capital 
expenses They said the law has unreasonably 
increased their costs, which have to be passed on 
to consumers 

There was also the opinion that im- 
plementation of the ban on non-returnables has 
gone well, with litter cleaned up, energy 
resources saved and the public accepting the 
switch to returnable bottles and cans. 

The MUCC contends that price increases come 
from a number of factors not related to the ban, 
including wholesale prices and inflation. The 
beverage industry representatives denied 
charges of “gouging” Michigan consumers with 
price increases blamed on the non-returnable 
ban. 

A spokesman for the Associated Food Dealers 
said that individual stores had to spend as much 


as $13,000 in capital expenditures just to get 
ready for the ban, and that they will have to 
spend another $6,500 due to the ban in 1979. 

He stated that the ban will also cost dealers 
more for labor, just to handle the empty retur- 
nables, and more for other incidental costs such 
as pest control. He said that total costs of the ban 
for the beverage industry will be as much as $300 
million. 

The special committee also heard testimony 
that it is still too early to know the total impact 
the deposit law has had on the state, and that 
another six to 12 months is needed to collect all 
the data necessary to draw conclusions on price 
and impact. 

It was also contended that while the ban has 
resulted in increased costs, it can also result in 
some savings for the beverage industry. 

The special committee will have more time to 
seek out information. 

It is authorized to function throughout the 1979- 
80 session of the Legislature. It is to have its 
recommendations for the Legislature by the end 
of the session. There will be considerably more 
study by the committee. Just what its recom- 
mendations will be are, presently, unknown, but 
they should be of interest to Michigan con- 
sumers.

House bill would revise adult foster care law 


Legislation revising Michigan’s 7- 
year-old adult foster care licensing 
act has been passed by the House of 
Representatives, according to State 
Rep Edward Mahalak <D-38th 
District). 

The bill would establish several 
categories of foster care homes — 
private residence, providing care 
for six adults; small group homes, 


providing care for up to 12 adults; 
large group homes, serving 13 to 20 
adults; and congregate homes, 
which would care for more than 20 
adults. 

Mahalak said that currently only 
three kinds of homes are licensed — 
family -homes, group homes and 
congregate homes 


The bill would define a foster care 
home as a facility providing 
supervision for adults who are aged, 
emotionally disturbed, develop- 
mental^ disabled and physically 
handicapped. 

Nursing homes are not considered 
foster care homes, however, 
eventually homes for the aged would 


be considered in the measure, 
Mahalak said. 

“The intent of the bill is to phase 
out congregate homes,” he added 
“Congregate homes will be licensed 
only if they are already in operation, 
or if a new building is being con- 
structed to replace a currently 
operating home. 


“Bill sponsors hope to encourage 
smaller homes that will be a part of 
neighborhood communities.” 

Annual inspections by the 
Department of Social Services 
would be required. Current in- 
spections are handled by the 
Department of Public Health, which 
has control over the facilities. 


Local governments could request 
that a home not be granted a license, 

but would be required to specify a 
valid reason why it should be denied, 

Mahalak said. All such complaints 
not acted on by the department 

within 45 days would be considered 
denied, under the proposed 
legislation.

Crime statistics begin rising 
steadily with the thermometer 
during the spring and on into the 
summer, according to RD. Hill, 
manager of the Detroit office of 
Pinkerton’s Inc. 

“Usually, severe winter weather 
in the Midwest and northeast area 
keep burglars indoors and inactive,”

And have a 
neighbor check and pick up ad- 
vertising pieces that may be placed 
in your mailbox or door. 

— Set timers on two or more lights 
to go on and off in sequence and in 
different parts of the house, plus a 
nightlight thereafter. 

— Have a trustworthy neighbor 
cut your lawn weekly.

The Industrial Facility Tax for a new 
plant in an industrial development district is determined by the ad valorem 
property tax levied by the municipality instead, however, of using the total 
mills levied, only half the millage rate is applied ; and 
WHEREAS: Said Act provides that seventy-five (75 percent) percent of the 
owners of property to be affected by any proposed industrial development 
district may apply to the local governmental unit for the establishment of an 
industrial development district ; and

Gerry Cullin has never forgotten the crisp fall afternoon that he 
booted me out of the Livonia Franklin Press Box. And he probably 
won’t ever forget the 1979 high school baseball season, the first for 
him as head coach of the Patriots’ baseball machine. 

Franklin has been just that on the diamond this year — a well- 
greased, slick-clicking machine which has attracted so many 
college and professional scouts that it has amazed even the un- 
movable Cullen. 

“They have been giving Herb (McManaway) and Chris (Baker) 
a lot of attention,” said Cullen referring to the scouts. “They’re at 
almost all of our ball games. In fact, at one game we were winning 
something like 11-1, so I decided to pull most of the regulars and 
this never section of fans just got up and walked out. They were all 
scouts. 

“It’s really amazing,” Cullin added. 

It’s also amazing what Cullin has done with this team he 
inherited from Ron Hellier. Usually when a veteran coach, like 
Hellier, moves out of a head coaching job, there is a period of 
transition in which the newcomer has to instill his style and his 
own philosophy of the game. 

And usually during that time period, the team has its problems 
and it suffers. 


Cullin would like to spend the next decade suffering through 
seasons like he did this one. His Patriots won eight of nine Nor- 
thwest Suburban Conference baseball games and though they still 
have to play second place North Farmington, the Livonians have 
the championship stashed aw r ay. North has a 6-3 record and ob- 
viously can’t catch the frontrunner. 

A traditionally strong baseball school, a school that produced 
Bernie Garbo of Red Sox and St. Louis Cardinal fame, Franklin has 
always been a threat on the diamond during the Hellier Era. Hellier 
gave up the job to his assistant and moved over to Belleville High as 
the athletic director. 


Cullin served as Hellier’s apprentice for several years before 
assuming the head coaching job. Not only has his team compiled an 
8-1 league mark but it has an enviable 17-6 over all record and if it 
can get past Bishop Borgess in the pre-district game this week, the 
Patriots will be a tough opponent at the Redford Union Class A 
District Playoffs. 

“We lack the pitching,” Guilin says, “but we do have the hit- 
ting.” 

After 23 games McManaway is whacking the ball around at a .517 
clip and Baker has a hefty .400 plus batting average. Is it any 
wonder the scouts want all the information that they can get for 
their computers on these players? 

Cullin concedes that his team “may not be the best in the state.” 

As he puts it, “True, this team may not be the best ball team in 
the state, but I know for sure this is the greatest group of kids I’ve 
ever worked with.” 

What about the incident that led to my unexpected invitation to 
leave the press box at Franklin? 

It was a long time ago. I was a “cub sports writer” — that’s how 
long ago it was — and assigned to cover a Westland John Glenn and 
Livonia Franklin football game. 

There was a cold autumn sun that Saturday afternoon and I 
figured I’d take refuge in the Press Box. Where else do young 
hackers pound out their living? 

Upon opening the door to the press box, I was greeted by a 
younger, but physically much better appearing (than me) Cullin 
who asked my business, Cullin gently opened the door again for me 
and showed me out. 

“But,” I protested, “if the Press Box isn’t for the Press, then who 
is it for?” I pleaded. 

“Sorry,” replied Cullin, “I have my orders. Unless you’re a 
coach from the opposing team or a spotter or a member of our 
athletic staff you’re not allowed in here.” 


The door slammed. 

I returned to my typewriter. Wrote. 

The next day I received an official apology from the school.

Inkster seniors 


In 1972, Inkster was selected as one city 
in three in the United States that had set up 
a comprehensive program for its senior 
citizens. 

The pilot project was to provide as many 
services as possible to keep seniors from 
being institutionalized and, without doubt, 
the program has worked. 

Some 2,841 persons are presently 
registered for services and there are 
presently within the city limits many 
apartment units designed for senior 
citizens. 

For example, there are 197 units for 
seniors at the Twin Towers Apartments, 
and 192 at the Chateau Cherry Hill, while 
Thompson Tower has 300 units. Add to that 
the 40 units built in LeMoyne Gardens and 
75 units at Demby Terraces and there are 
a total of 800 apartment units set aside for 
the elderly in Inkster. 

Inkster’s history in the involvement of 
helping senior citizens is a long and 
distinguished one. City officials will point 
out, “It is a source of pride to all Inkster 
residents that their city is considered a 
pioneer and leader in the quantity and 
quality of services provided its older 
adults.” 

Concerns for senior citizens problem: 
housing, low income, poor nutrition, health 
problems, insolation led the city ad- 


ministration to take positive steps to 
eradicate those problems. 

Long before it was a popular cause 
across the country to help seniors, Inkster 
recognized the need to help those who had 
given so much to this nation. 

Inkster’s Housing Director and the 
Parks and Recreation officials developed 
senior citizens clubs, arts and crafts 
classes, planned trips and the city sought 
federal money to aid the elderly. 

A Commission on Aging — one of the 
first of its kind — was organized in Inkster 
andC. W. (Ken) Mayerhoff was named the 
first chairperson of the commission. He 
stepped down in 1976. 

An advisory board to the Commission on 
Aging was organized to help handle 
finances and to supply input for the 
programs. Staff was needed and hired to 
implement the programs. 

And the future of Inkster seniors also 
appears bright. The city is planning 
another 150 apartment units in the Mid- 
dlebelt and Cherry Hill area which is 
scheduled to open in late 1979 or early 1980. 

Services such as “Outreach”, In- 
formation & Referral, Health, Home 
Services and Counseling, along with 
Transportation and Nutrition continue for 
the elderly.

County won't forget seniors 


Wayne County may be mired in debt, but 
commissioners have vowed that “they will 
do everything in their power to maintain, 
support and promote senior citizens 
programs throughout the county.’* 

The county does offer a wide variety of 
programs for seniors. The information 
about the programs comes from the 
Wayne County Office on Aging, David Stott 
Building, suite 2308, Detroit, Michigan 
(38226). The telephone number is (313) 224- 
0950. 

“There are some 15 programs that we 
offer to our senior citizens,’’ said Arlander 
Flowers, assistant director of Information 
and Research. “These programs vary 
from Out-Wayne County nutrition 
programs to providing speakers and bus 
trips. 

“One of the problems we have, though,” 
Flowers continued, “is that many of our 
citizens aren’t aware of these programs 
and don’t take advantage of them.” 

Flowers pointed out that most local 
governments have lists of these programs 
and the names of the agencies responsible 
for conducting the programs. 

Here are some of the services offered by 
the Wayne County Office on Aging: 

OUT-WAYNE COUNTY’ NUTRITION 
PROGRAM — Provides hot lunches, 
Monday-Friday at 48 different sites 
throughout the County. No mandatory fee, 
but suggested donation of 50 cents 

MINOR HOME REPAIR — General 
minor repairs for senior citizen 
homeowners. No fees. 

SENIOR CITIZEN MULTIPURPOSE 
CENTER — Located in Westland, this 
facility provides a wide range of health, 
social, recreational and educational ac- 
tivities for all County senior citizens No 
fees. 

SENIOR DAY CENTER - Located in 
the multipurpose center, this Adult Day 
Care program provides day-long care for 
the frail elderly. No fees. 


Despite $6 million deficit, 
senior programs to continue 


MEDICAL LOAN CLOSET — Located in 
the multipurpose center, this program 
loans a variety of medical equipment to 
senior citizens who are in need No fees. 

GARDENS AND GREENHOUSE — 
Located in Westland, this program 
provides 200 garden plots and the year- 
round use of an adjoining greenhouse for 
County senior citizens. No fees. 

SEMTA TRANSPORTATION - Two 12- 
passenger vans, one has wheelchair 
capability, are provided to various senior 
citizen groups for special day-long outings. 
No fees. 

SENIOR BUS TRIPS - The first $100 of 
bus rental charges for senior citizen 
groups taking day-long trips are un- 
derwritten by this office. The group is 
responsible for the balance. 

DETROIT-WAYNE COUNTY SENIOR 
CITIZENS INFORMATION AND 
REFERRAL — In cooperation with the 
Detroit Senior Citizens’ Department, in- 
formation is given and follow-up referrals 
are made to meet a variety of elderly 
needs. No fees. Note special I & R number: 
963-8800 — Also a WATS toll-free number 1- 
800-462-5178 for out-county senior citizens. 
The program does have bilingual staff. 

SPEAKER S BUREAU - Speakers are 
provided to groups to give information and 
answer questions regarding programs and 
services which are now- available. No fees. 

SENIOR EMPLOYMENT PROGRAM 
— Job opportunities, both full and part- 
time, are provided to low-income senior 
citizens Work sites are located throughout 
the County. No fees.

Life in a health care facility 
can help resolve some problems 


‘Old Age is blessed,’ so they say. For 
some citizens who have reached the age of 
‘Senior,’ life is full of dreams come true 
But what about those who need 
assistance with activities of daily living, 
supervision of their personal or medical 
needs, or possibly twenty-four hour nur- 
sing care? 

The day arrives when most of us realize 
we must accept the fact that ‘mother’ 
needs more than she or you can provide 
This happens every day and even to the 
best of us.

Discuss the type 
of facility and the area desired. Check the 
telephone book or newspaper for names 


and addresses. Call the facility for an 
appointment. 

Depending on the facility, you will see 
either the Admission Director or the 
Administrator. If at all possible, take 
‘mother’ with you. It is best if all con- 
cerned are together to be certain of ob- 
taining all the information you desire. 
Relax and be comfortable. You are not on 
trial for murder. And no one will bite you! 

You will have many questions and do not 
hesitate to ask. After all, this is a new 
experience for you. Many questions will 
also be asked of you, everything from your 
‘mother’s’ past and present health, foods 
she desires and or dislikes, as well as her 
financial status. 

Depending upon information obtained by 
you and the facility, room placement can 
be determined. Rest assured, ‘mother’ will 
share a room, if desired, with someone 
whose company she will enjoy. At first, 
this could be difficult, depending on 
mothers’ personality. 

It is extremely hard to live with many 


new faces, in new surroundings and with 
just a few of her personal belongings. 

You will be given a tour of the facility. 
As you proceed, ask questions again. You 
will see living rooms, dining rooms, ac- 
tivity rooms, clinic and or nursing 
stations. Depending on the size of the 
facility, the tour could be overwhelming. 

After returning, ask for printed in- 
formation, to read later. Because all 
policies have been explained, you could 
leave with medical forms that need the 
attention of your ‘mother’s’ present 
physician 

Now that you have made one visit, check 
with - visit other facilities. They are dif- 
ferent, depending upon their licensure. 
Observe other residents, their appearance 
and their attitude. Are the employees busy 
- do they seem happy? Is the facility 
clean? Did the individual representing the 
facility seem genuinely concerned about 
you? Make mental notes and compare. 

Once you have reached a mutual 
decision, advise the facility. Have all 


necessary forms ready. Prepare to assist 
‘mother’ into her new home! 

This is not the end, though. A new way of 
life is beginning. There will be good days 
and bad days, happy days and depressed 
days. However, that is the way of life, no 
matter where we live or what we do. 
Continue to give mother* your support and 
love and realize that you are doing 
everything you can for her. If you question 
any procedure of the facility, as time goes 
on, feel free to ask. We are all human 
beings and we all need the assurance that 
everything is going as good as possible. 
And just because ‘mother’ needed outside 
assistance doesn’t mean the end of the 
world. There are many happy, productive 
citizens in facilities who fulfill their wants, 
their needs, their love and their caring of 
those around them and of you, their 
family. 

When the need arises, don’t panic, don’t 
feel guilty. Take the necessary ‘step’ and 
you will be on your way - on your way to 
the satisfaction of you and your mother.

The Oakwood Hospital Family Medical 
Center welcomed its first patient in 
February, 1972. Nine years and 50,000 
patient visits later, the need for medical 
care is still just as vital in the Belleville- 
Sumpter Township a rea 
Oakwood Hospital, the largest in 
western Wayne County, started the 
Family Medical Center in Sumpter 
Township south of Belleville in a mobile 
housing unit to make available badly 
needed medical services to a rural area 
which, at that time, was virtually devoid of 
physicians. 

the community’s acceptance was im- 
mediate and gratifying. Some l .800 patient 
visits were recorded that first year, in 
1973, another mobile unit was added to 
provide additional treatment rooms, and 
nearly 4,500 patient visits were attended 
to. 

Two years later, a modern one-story 
facility.’ totaling 5,600 square feet, was 
built, containing 14 examination rooms, 
sever consultation offices, an x-ray room, 
laboratory, and spacious waiting and 
office areas. 

Patient visits for the past three years 
have averaged about 10.000 per year The 
center s staff is proud of the increasing

The thought of delivering modern family 
medical care to the patients in the com- 
munity where they live was a cause of 
pride in 1972 and continues to be so in 1979. 
Originally set up in a mobile home, the 

Family Medical Center was wholehear- 
tedly accepted as reflected in the nearly 
5.000 patient visits within the first two 
years, leading to the construction of the 
current modern structure in 1975. 

Our medical staff is able to attend to the 
personal and family health care needs of 
the patient with more efficiency and ef- 
fectiveness Annual patient visits now total 
about 10,000 as residents in an area once 
described as medically underserviced 
have grown increasingly aware of the 
importance of follow-up and preventive 
medical care. 

As for the future, we seek continually to 
improve the quality of our health services. 
This year we expect to put the finishing 
touches on a two-year, SB-million complex 
at the main hospital containing a new 
Operating Suite, an expanded and 
renovated Emergency Department, and a 
new' Central Sterile Supply Department. 

The new Emergency Department, the 
busiest in western Wayne County with an 
-average of nearly 4,000 emergency 
patients a month, is designed to handle an 
ever-increasing volume of emergency 
medical needs 

Oakwood Hospital, which currently 
ranks third in the state with 4,200 babies 
delivered a year, has received the ap- 
proval of the Michigan Dept, of Public 
Health to build a new obstetric suite and 
neonatology unit to provide, on a regional 
basis, a program of high-risk maternal 
and child health care. Construction is 
expected to start later this year with 
completion anticipated for January. 1982. 

These projects and others that we have 
determined in a long-range study of 
community medical needs have as their 
basis our concern for the improvement of 
our ability to deliver quality health care at 
both the main hospital and the Family 
Medical Center 

We re affirm our commitment to

care. The center enjoys the resources of 
the main hospital's ancillary services such 
as the radiology department and 
laboratories. 

Patients regularly consult with 
physicians about health problems in the 
areas of surgery', orthopedics, neurology, 
urology, psychology, obstetrics and 
gynecology, pediatrics, radiology, and 
pathology. 

A social services office gives another 
dimension of patient care. Among its 
services are assisting a patient and family 
in arranging post-hospital care, nursing 
home placement, counseling family and 
patient if there are personal or en- 
vironmental problems, cooperating with 
community and welfare agencies to assist 
the patient, and acting as a consultant to 
the health care team in interpreting the 
patient’s behavior in relation to his illness.

Having a Baby 
at Oakwood 

a 'Sharing Experience' 


Having a baby at Oakwood Hospital is a 
family affair in the truest sense. 

“We try to create a sharing experience 
for both parents,” says Virginia Snabes. 
R.N., supervisor of the obstetrics and 
gynecology department. 

Strengthening the family unit is an 
important process that begins months 
before the baby arrives. 

It's an approach that has proven suc- 
cessful. In 1978, for instance. 4,212 babies 
were bom at Oakwood. the third highest 
among hospitals in the state. 

“We know that’s their baby,” Mrs 
Snabes says of the parents. “We want 
them to know that we know', so we try to 
provide a safe, happy environment. ’’ 

Pre-natal classes, two hours a week for 
four w eeks, begin the “sharing" process at 
Oakwood Included is a tour of the 
hospital, the obstetrical department, its 
facilities and staff 

The father is allowed to support the 
mother both during labor and delivery. He 
may visit his w'ife and their newborn 


whenever he wants There are no specified 
visiting hours for him as a member of the 
family unit. 

Liberal visiting hours are designated for 
other members of the family, including 
brothers and sisters, if the newborn has 
any 

“Rooming in” is a popular optional 
feature of Oakwood’s obstetrical depart- 
ment, according to Mrs. Snabes. Mother 
and baby stay in the same room 

A special care nursery is available by 
arrangements so that parents can visit, 
touch, hold or feed their infants. 

Slides and films about infant care and 
nutrition are shown to all mothers after 
delivery. 

And. on the night before mother and 
baby are discharged, husband and wife, if 
they wish, celebrate the birth of their son 
or daughter at a candlelight dinner, 
complete w ith a gourmet dinner and all the 
trimmings. 

A new life at Oakwood Hospital is a

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C hecking the ears of a two-year-old-boy. taking a young woman patient's blood 
pressure, consulting about a course of medical treatment, or suggesting ap- 
propriate health information — family practice medicine is all of these various 
facets and a lot more at the Oakwood Hospital Family Medical Center. 
Physicians regularly treat patients in the areas of surgery, orthopedics, 
neurology, urology, psychology, obstetrics, gynecology, and pediatrics. 


Family Practice Specialist 
Focuses on Patient and Family 


The words “family doctor” may call to mind images of|the country doctor 
making rounds with his horse and buggy. However, the new age of Family 
Practice, now a specialty in its own right, is as different from that image as is the 
mode of transportation. 

The new specialty concentrates on breadth of knowledge, not only of medicine 
but also of the patient. Schooled in the social and psychological aspects of health, 
the family specialist focuses on the whole person in his family setting. 

Though it stems from the tradition of general practice, Family Practice is a new 
entity, born of an age which values prevention as much as critical care The family 
practitioner of today must be a skilled diagnostician capable of handling the 
emotional as well as physical aspects of a medical problem; he is responsible for 
coordinating the community and medical resources he calls upon for assistance or 
consultation in caring for his patients; and he w r orks to prevent as well as combat 
disease. 

The development of Family Practice as a specialty occurred at the end of a long 
period of decline in general practice. Major events changed the delivery of health 
care. Rapid scientific and clinical advances had given to indepth study of par- 
ticular organs and diseases. Educational institutions and economic factors 
fostered the development and expansion of such specialization. 

By 1950, the family doctor, and the concept of the personal physician, was 
rapidly disappearing. Rural areas were the first to feel the effects of this as 
small communities found themselves without doctors. On the other hand, the 
urban patient was often at a loss trying to match his symptoms to the specialist 
he needed. 

leaders of the medical profession also began to recognize the disadvantages of a 
system saturated with specialists and short on primary care physicians. Their 
work culminated in 1969 with the creation of the new' specialty sponsored by the 
American Board of Family Practice and the American Academy of Family 
Physicians. 

The educational innovations of this new specialty are serving as a model for the 
medical world. To be certified as a specialist in Family Practice, the physician 
must complete a three-year residency in family practice. Then he must pass the 
board examination — not once as is currently the case in other specialties — but 
every six years. Family Practice is the first specialty to require a recer- 
tification exam as evidence that a physician s knowledge is current. 

The Family Practice Residency Program at Oakwood Hospital was started in 
1971. Currently there are 23 residents in the program. At the hospital and at the 
Family Medical Center, the family practice physician admits and cares for his 
own patients with the option of calling on a wide range of specialists recognized for 
their excellence The family physician coordinates the necessary consultations 
and provides a vital link between the patient and the specialists he needs. 
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Medicine Way of Life 
For Center Director 


Medicine has been a virtual way of life 
for Everal Wakeman, M.D director of 
Oakwood Hospital’s Family Practice 
Residency Program and of the hospital s 
Family Medical Center in Sumpter 
Township south of Belleville. 

He marked his 40th anniversary as a 
physician this May. 

Dr Wakeman has been a part of the 
Oakwood Hospital medical staff from its 
beginning, including about a year before 
the hospital formally welcomed its first 
patient in January, 1953. He was one of 
several physicians who comprised a 
temporary medical staff to assist in the 
hospital's staff organization 

He has also been a part of the Family 
Medical Center from its origin, too. He was 
in on the planning and present at the 
formal dedication of the center in 1972, at 
the groundbreaking for the present 
building in 1974, and at that structure’s 
dedication in 1975. 


Dr Wakeman sees the growth of the 
Family Medical Center as the com- 
munity’s increasing awareness of the 
center as a resource for treatment of 
health problems as well as patient 
education. 

“It’s not changing as quickly as we 
would like, but more and more people are 
coming to the center to keep from getting 
sick and not when they are already sick, 
perhaps even critically,” he notes 

This emphasis on “health main- 
tenance,” as Dr. Wakeman tags it, is a 
source of pride to the staff of physicians at 
the center 

Family physicians w ill be the specialists 
of the future, Dr Wakeman says, better 
trained to handle the patient, family and 
his total environment. 

“The family physician. ” sums up Dr. 
Wakeman, “learns not only to become 
involved with a patient’s in- 
terrelationships, but what to do with this 
knowledge of a person s personal life.”

The Oakwood Hospital Family Medical 
Center looks neat and modem from all 
appearances, but it’s “really a kickback to 
the old family doctor days.” 

According to Gerald Banish, M.D., 
assistant director of the hospital’s family 
practice residency program, the 
philosophy of the medical center serving 
the Sumpter-Belleville area is one of 
“providing care for the entire family from 
cradle to grave.” 

The physicians on the center’s staff, all 
residents in Oakwood Hospital’s Medical 
Education Department, are specialists in 
family practice. Dr. Banish’s respon- 
sibility is the supervision of these residents 
and the level of health care that patients 
receive. 

“Virtually a hundred per cent of all 
medical care needs can be met at the 
center,” Dr Banish says. “The family 
practice physicians provide a continuity of 


care to every member of the family. They 
are a kickback to the old family doctor 
days.” 

A full range of routine x-rays and 
laboratory tests are available at the center 
as well as sophisticated ancillary support 
services at Oakwood Hospital, the largest 
in western Wayne County 

Dr. Banish is a graduate of the 
University of Michigan and the Wayne 
State University Medical School. He was in 
private medical practice in Dearborn and 
an attending staff physician at Oakwood 
Hospital for 17 years prior to joining the 
hospital’s staff in the Medical Education 
Department as an assistant director of the 
family practice program and of the 
Family Medical Center He is certified by 
the American Board of Family Practice 
and is a clinical instructor at the Wayne 
State University Medical School 


Physician Back-packs Up and Down 


Trails Of Nature's Wonders 


It’s more than seven miles to the bottom 
of the Grand Canyon and about 12 miles to 
the top of Mount Whitney. 

But Mark Cramer, M.D., a clinical in- 
structor in the Family Practice Residency 
Program at the Oakwood Hospital Family 
Medical Center, has back-packed the trails 
up and down both of these natural won- 
ders. 

“I love to hike and to travel.” says the 
30-year-old physician 

Traveling is an integral part of Dr. 
Cramer’s life. A native of Ohio who lived 


the early years of his childhood in Royal 
Oak before the family moved to California 
in 1955, Dr Cramer earned his medical 
degree at the University of California at 
San Diego before returning to Michigan 20 
years later to take his residency training 
at Oakwood. 

Dr. Cramer has been in 48 states. He 
hasn’t visited Hawaii and Alaska — yet. 
Walking in deserts holds a particular 
fascination. “My wife and I will drive our 
four-wheel Jeep about 15 miles into the 
desert and walk around for a while. It’s so 
nice and quiet and peaceful.” 

Combining his interests in photography 
and railroads with his travels. Dr. Cramer 
develops what he shoots in his own 
darkroom and uses many photos, 
especially of railroad bridges and stations, 
to help him construct models for his 
railroad collection. 

“Working with my hands takes my mind 
off medicine,” he says. 

Daily, Dr. Cramer does another kind of 
traveling, making his rounds of patients at 
Oakwood Hospital. His primary respon- 
sibility is the supervision of residents, both 
at the hospital and the Family Medical 
Center. 

“I’m a resource person for the 
residents," Dr. Cramer explains. “If they 
have a problem during an interview of a 
patient or in diagnosing a condition, then I 
am there to help ” 

Family practice is a relatively new 
specialty. “We get to know the entire 
family. They trust us. There’s nothing 
impersonal in the doctor-patient 
relationship.” 

As an example. Dr. Cramer refers to a 
family he cared for at the Family Medical 
Center. “Three years ago I treated the 
father for an allergy. I was the mother’s 
obstetrician, and I delivered their 
daughter The family practice physician is 
very much a part of that family unit They 
didn’t have to travel from specialist to 
specialist.” 

Even an experienced traveler like Dr 
Cramer appreciates a convenience like

Oakwood Hospital has received ap- 
proval of the Michigan Dept. *of Public 
Health to build a new obstetric suite and 
neonatology unit that will serve Belleville, 
Sumpter Township and the rest of western 
Wayne County as a regional center for 
comprehensive high-risk obstetrical and 
newborn services. 

Plans call for the construction of new 
labor and delivery rooms, recovery areas, 
post partum rooms, and nurseries all 
designed to provide intensive obstetrical 
care for a projected 4,500 births annually. 
Currently, Oakwood ranks third in the 
state with 4,200 deliveries a year. 

In addition, the state approved plans for 
the expansion of the hospital’s finance and 
medical records departments. The total 
cost is estimated at $4,695,512. Con- 
struction is expected to begin later this 
year with completion anticipated for 
January, 1982. 


According to Executive Vice President 
Gerald D Fitzgerald, the hospital’s Board 
of Trustees, as the result of a community- 
based long-range study two years ago, 
determined that a program of high-risk 
maternal and child health care was a top 
priority community medical need 

“The thrust of the program is to make 
quality health care for high-risk mothers 
and babies easily accessible to all patients 
in the downriver population that Oakwood 
serves,’’ says Fitzgerald. 

Oakwood’s plan also recognizes 
directives issued by the state public health 
office calling for the development of an 
integrated system of high-risk care on a 
regional basis that would be effective in 
reducing infant mortality as well as the 
incidence of developmental disabilities in 
newborns. 

The scope of services in Oakwood’s 
program will encompass preventive, 


primary, acute, and follow-up care for 
mothers and infants. 

Prenatal education and counseling, 
identification and treatment of high-risk 
problems, outpatient services, home care 
referral, family planning counseling, well- 
baby care, social services and other 
community agency referrals will be 
among the services available. 

The new and expanded obstetric suite 
will occupy one floor, encompassing about 
22,000 square feet, including 62 post- 
partum beds, five delivery rooms, 12 labor 
rooms with 18 beds, a 74-bassinet nursery, 
and the new 20-bed neonatology unit. 

One of the labor rooms will serve as an 
emergency delivery room. The nursery 
will provide intermediate and intensive 
care in addition to general care. 

The neonatology unit, a new service, will 
care for very ill infants requiring 


prolonged assisted ventilation, in- 
travenous therapy, and other kinds of 
special treatment. 

Oakwood’s total bed capacity will in- 
crease minimally, from its present 595 
beds to 615, making it the eighth largest in 
the state. Ten beds will be deleted in the 
pediatrics unit and added to obstetrics, 
while 20 new' beds will be added in the 
nursery unit for the neonatology service. 

The Finance Department will be ex- 
panded to accommodate a data processing 
area and additional office space for ad- 
ministrators and clerical help. All of the 
changes will be made by renovating the 
existing department. 

Medical Records will be enlarged to 
provide additional space for record 
storage, clerical support, office space, 
filing, conference space, and dictating 
area for physicians. 


'Nothing to it/ Says Patient After Brain Scan at 


Nearly 3,000 persons in the past year 
had their brain scanned at Oakwood 
Hospital. 

A three-day-old baby was the youngest, 
but that was a rare instance Most of the 
patients are between 55 and 65-years-old. 

The whole procedure takes about 30 
minutes. It’s painless. One woman, after 
her tests were completed, commented: 
“There was nothing to it.” 


The three-day-old baby was tested for 
bleeding in the head. Another child, a 
three-month-old, was screened for 
hydrocephalus, or water on the brain. 
Most adults are tested for tumors, strokes, 
hemorrhages, and other malformations 

This coming summer marks the second 
anniversary of the installation of the 
computed tomographic brain scan at Oak- 
wood, the only hospital in western Wayne 
County <and only one of 12 in the 



metropolitan area) to have this highly- 
sophisticated. expensive equipment. 

Non-invasive (meaning no painful in- 
jections are necessary), safe and simple, 
scanning is useful for screening patients 
for tumors and other types of suspected 
head and brain maladies at a much earlier 
stage than was possible under former 
traditional methods. 

It offers great accuracy in 
distinguishing between small changes in 
densities too slight to be visible in con- 
ventional x-ray. 

Experience has shown that brain 
scanning is far less expensive than con- 
ventional invasive practices. In many 
cases, it can be performed on an outpatient 
basis, thus avoiding hospital admission. 
The charge of about $300 is one-fifth of the 
cost for former procedures which required 
uncomfortable injections, expensive 
preparatory medications, and 
hospitalization for three or four days. 

During a typical brain scan test, the 
patient lies on a couch with his head in a 
large machine. One woman patient 
thought it looked like a “washing 
machine.” 

The scanner takes photographs of the 
patient’s head in layers 13 mm thick, or 
about a quarter-inch The scanner frame 
w’lth the x-ray tube moves laterally around 
the patient s head in three-degree notches, 
making a 180-degree sweep. 

The patient is automatically positioned 
for the next pair of scans, taking anywhere 
from 30 seconds to a minute to complete, 
depending on the kind of information that 
doctors are searching for. 

The results are available in 25 seconds 
on a screen. They may be stored per- 
manently on film or tape or temporarily on 
2 disc Of Polamid-tvDe picture. 

Oak wood's scanner personnel serve 
outpatients on an appointment basis and 
schedule hospitalized patients in between. 

They also accommodate patients from 
hospitals throughout western Wayne 
County.

Hospital to Move 
into Expanded 
Emergency Area 


It won’t be long now 

Oakwood Hospital’s Emergency 
Department expects to begin using both its 
new and renovated quarters this summer 
as the hospital’s two-year-old $7. 8-million 
construction project nears completion 

Other major components include an 
Outpatient Center, opened a year ago, a 
Central Sterile Supply Department, a ten- 
story' elevator tower, and a new Operating 
Suite. 

It is anticipated that the Central Sterile 
Supply will be ready for occupancy at 
about the same time as the Emergency 
Department, while the Operating Suite is 
projected to be ready later in the year. 

Already the largest and busiest 
Emergency Department in western 
Wayne County with its annual caseload of 
about 45,000 patient visits, the new' 
facilities will enable Oakwood to handle an 
increased volume of patients and greatly 
improve its efficiency in processing 
patients. 

Added floor space is the most obvious 
difference The new emergency area takes 
up 14,200 square feet, nearly twice the 
former size 

About half the area is completely new, 
consisting of the main emergency en- 
trance, registration desk, waiting area, 
public restrooms, offices for physicians 
and nurses, an examination room, and a 
security office.

It will 
have 31 beds, including 15 beds for 
emergency procedures such as suturing
